SCHOOL  REPORT. 


During  the  past  year  there  have  been  twenty-eight  terms  of  school 
in  town,  taught  by  twenty  different  teachers,  two  males  and  eight- 
een females.  Whole  number  of  different  scholars  attending  school 
during  the  year,  318— boys,  167,  girls,  151.  Whole  number  of  dif- 
ferent scholars  attending  to  the  following  studies:  Reading,  280; 
spelling,  285;  penmanship,  195;  arithmetic,  226;  geography,  122; 
grammar,  74;  history,  12;  composition,  26;  vocal  music,  27;  physi- 
ology, 1;  book-keeping,  17;  algebra,  17;  drawing,  5;  natural  philoso- 
phy, 2.  Whole  number  of  weeks  taught  by  male  teachers,  37; 
female  teachers,  224  Average  wages  of  male  teachers  per  mouth, 
including  board,  .$22.33;  female  teachers,  $18.54. 

District  No.  1. 

Prudential  Committee,  Geo.  W.  Parsons.  Summer  term  of 
seven  weeks,  taught  by  Miss  Nettie  F.  Griffin.  This  teacher  has 
had  but  little  experience.  Her  work  was  well  and  conscientiously 
done.  The  scholars  were  interested  in  their  studies;  the  teacher, 
in  scholars  and  their  studies.  A  profitable  term  to  all  concerned. 
Whole  number  of  scholars,  16;  average  number,  14.  Wages  of 
teacher  per  month,  S15. 

Second  term  of  eight  weeks,  taught  by  Miss  Emma  F.  Clarke . 
The  school  this  term  was  large  and  well  advanced.  Heading 
received  more  attention  than  is  customary  in  district  schools.

DiSTiiTCT  No.  2. 
Prudential  committee,  Joshua  Colby.  One  term  of  twelve 
weeks,  taught  by  Miss  Carrie  M.  Edgerly.  Miss  Edgerly  has  taught 
several  terms  in  this  district,  which  fact  shows  the  value  of  Miss 
Edgerly 's  abilities  in  the  estimation  of  the  district.  The  results  of 
the  last  term  prove  that  her  abilities  have  not  been  over-rate.i. 
Her  quiet  and  winning  ways  enabled  her  to  gain  absolute  control 
over  her  scholars.  Her  comprehensive  methods  give  her  scholars 
clear  and  discriminating  knowledge  of  their  studies.  The  district 
will  do  well  to  secure  her  services  in  the  future.  Whole  number 
of  scholars,  16;  average  attendance,  15.  Wages  of  teacher  per 
month,  §23. 

District  No.  3. 
Prudential  Committee,  A.  R.  Page.  First  term  of  five  and 
second  terra  of  nine  weeks,  taught  by  Miss  Charlotte  J.  Lewis,  a 
graduate  of  Concord  High  School,  and  a  teacher  of  experience. 
The  methods  of  this  teacher  are  of  an  advanced  order.  Patient, 
persevering,  and  untiring  in  her  labor.  She  did  for  the  school  all 
that  was  possible  for  a  teacher  to  do,  but  some  failed  to  profit  by 
her  instruction.  Whole  number  of  scholars,  11;  average  attend- 
ance, 10.

District  No.  4. 

Prudential  Committee,  Alvnh  Griffin.  One  term  of  twelve 
weeks,  taught  by  Miss  Nettie  F.  Griffin.  The  teacher  labored  hard 
for  the  welfare  of  the  school,  but  experienced  difficulty  in  govern- 
ing some  of  the  older  scholars.  Certain  scholars  seemed  determin- 
ed \o  spoil  the  term's  work.

By  reason  of  an  inspired  respect  for  the  teacher,  and 
an  awakened  interest  for  study,  the  punctuality  and  regularity  of 
attendance  for  this  term  were  remarkable.  Under  the  skillful,  en- 
ergetic, and  patient  management  cf  this  teacher  the  term  was  an 
unusually  successful  one.  All  branches  Avere  well  taught,  more  es- 
pecially reading  and  grammar;  and,  what  is  of  more  value  to 
children,  discipline,  habits  of  order,  neatness  and  respect,  were 
well  exemplified,  and  made  the  foundation  of  the  school.  Whole 
number  of  scholars,  32:  average  attendance,  30.

Prudential  Committee,  S.  E.  Everleth.  Summer  term  of  eight 
weeks,  taught  by  Miss  Annie  B.  Dimick.  This  was  the  teacher's 
llrst  school;  had  she  been  more  regular  in  her  attendance, and  giv- 
en attention  to  school  ahme,  the  ternrs  result  would  have  been 
more  beneficial  to  the  scholars.

The  advancement  of  some  was 
rapid.  Pieces  spoke  at  the  close  of  the  term  were  well  prepared. 
Whole  number  of  scholars,  4;  average  attendance,  4,  Wages  of 
teacher  per  month,  S16. 

District  No  12. 

Prudential  Committee,  Edwin  S.  Nelson.  First  term  of  eight 
weeks  and  second  term  of  ten  weeks,  taught  by  Miss  Cora  B.  Gale, 
one   of  our  best  and  oldest  teachers.     All  work  in  this  school  Is 
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done  syrtemalically.  One  of  the  few  schools  in  town  in  which 
reading  is  taught.  Written  examinations,  map  drawing,  rhetori- 
cal and  general  exercises  form  a  part  of  the  regular  work.  JS'o  un- 
favorable criticism  could  be  passed  upon  either  the  school  or  the 
teacher.  Whole  number  of  scholars  for  the  first  term,  8;  second 
term,  9.  Average  atteneance,  first  term,  8;  second  term,  9. 
Wages  of  teacher  per  month,  $19. 

District  No.  13. 
Prudential  Committee,  Miss  Nellie  Jones.  One  terra  of  thirteen 
weeks,  taught  by  Miss  Susie  A,  .smith,  a  teacher  of  wide  and  varied 
experience  in  school  work.  A  school  of  much  interest  and  profit. 
Management  in  every  respect  based  upon  system.  Text-books  are 
used  as  guides  simply.  Music,  rhetoricals,  practical  and  general 
questions  are  important  features.  The  amount  of  collateral 
iinowledge  acquired  by  the  scholars  is  astonishing.  Whole  num- 
ber of  scholars,  ]5;  average  attendance,  14.  Wages  of  teacher  per 
month,  lif  16. 

District  No  14. 

Prudential  Committee,  Harvey  M.  Conner.  One  term  of  ten 
weeks,  taught  by  Miss  May  L.  Brown.  Miss  Brown  has  had 
charge  of  this  school  before  and  it  will  be  of  advantage  to  the 
school  to  secure  her  services  again.  Apparently  tireless  in  the 
school-room.  Older  maintained  without  restraint.  The  scholars 
were  eager  to  study  and  eager  to  recite.  Explanations  and  recita- 
tions clearly  understood.  The  school  as  a  whole,  under  Miss 
Brown's  care  have  become  good  readers.  Examination  of  the 
spelling  blanks  shows  that  spelling  has  not  become  one  of  the  lost 
arts.  Whole  number  of  scholars,  16;  average  attendance,  14. 
Wages  of  teacher  per  month,  $;14. 

District  No.  15. 

Prudential  Committee,  Alvah  Foss.  One  term  of  twelve  weeks, 
taught  by  Mrs.  Etta  M.  Gilman.  The  teacher  who  first  engaged 
this  school  gave  it  up  on  account  of  sickness.  Although  having 
given  up  teaching  as  a  business  Mrs.  Gilman  is  fully  up  with  the 


times.  So  quietly  and  easily  was  the  school  managed  that  the  idea 
of  work  was  lost  sight  of.  To  the  teacher  and  scholars  their  re- 
spective duties  seemed  pleasant.  A  good  amount  of  work  was  ac- 
complished and  very  thoroughly.

instructor.  The  oversight  of  a  school  as  large  as  this  requires  a 
large  amount  of  care  and  ]abor,  but  the  teacher  was  fully  equal  to 
requirements.  Very  seldom  has  it  been  the  pleasure  of  the  com- 
mittee to  witness  examinations  displaying  so  much  interest,  talent, 
and  ability  as  was  shov/n  in  this  school.  Excellent  scholarship 
was  seen  in  many  instances,  showing  great  advancement  and  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  the  branches  pui'sued.  The  department 
ranked  high  throughout  the  terms.

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

With  one  or  two  exceptions  the  schools  for  the  year  have  baen 
remarkablv  successful,  reflecting  credit  upon  both  teachers  and 
scholars.  Discipline  has  been  maintained  by  inspiring  respect  for 
the  teachers,  and  by  awakening  a  love  for  study.  The  quiet,  or- 
derly and  polite  conduct  of  the  scholars  in  school  and  out  has  met 
with  frequent  praise.  The  committees  v/ere  fortunate  in  the  se- 
lection of  teachers.  In  many  districts  the  same  teachers  have 
been  employed  for  two  or  more  terms.  No  teacher  is  so  well  fitted 
to  give  satisfaction  in  any  school  as  that  one  who  has  been  success- 
ful in  the  same  place  durini,'  a  previous  term.  There  is,  in  the 
majority  of  districts,  a  lack  of  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  pa- 
rents. The  best  results  can  be  gained  only  when  parents  lend 
their  aid  to  the  teachers.  For  the  eight  different  text-books  in 
arithmetic  of  the  same  grade,  a  uniform  series  has  been  exchanged. 
In  the  exercise  of  written  spelling,  out  of  an  average  of  a  thousand 
words,  twenty  scholars  have  not  failed  on  one  word;  those  scholars 
who  have  failed  on  but  one  or  two,  are  numerous. 

Allow  me  to  return  ray  thanks  to  the  teachers,  scholars,  and 
people  of  the  town  for  the  courtesy  and  kindness  invariably  shown 
me  during  the  past  year.
